climate wonks have been anxiously watching 
the daily charts from the National Snow and 
Ice Data Center (NSIDC) recently wonder- 
ing how low this September’s ice would actu- 
ally go. 

However, Arctic weather dtxring the sum- 
mer was more friendly to ice— cloudiness, for 
instance, can cool down the ocean— and as 
a result, this year’s September extent wasn’t 
quite so low as in 2012. 

Instead, the National Snow and Ice Data 
Center announced Thursday that 2016 was 
merely tied for the second-lowest extent ever 
recorded, with the year 2007. 

The all-time record low year, 2012, saw just 
1.31 million square miles of sea ice extent at its 
September low, on Sept. 17 of that year. The 
2016 low, reached on Sept. 10, was 1.6 million

2016, the area of the Arctic Ocean covered 
by sea ice was bigger than it was in 2012 by an 
area about the size of Texas. 

But the real story is that all of these years 
are way, way below the average as information 
from The National Snow and Ice Data Center 
makes clear. 

The center stresses that its determination 
about 20i6’s sea ice minimum is merely “pre- 
liminary” It is still possible that the sea ice 
extent could tick a bit lower before the ocean 
begins to refreeze, and the planet’s icy cap 
starts to expand, as winter nears. 

The researchers actually appeared to ex- 
press a bit of surprise that 2016 didn’t stand 
out more in September, given how dramati- 
cally low ice extent was earlier in the year, and 
given evidence that the ice was also very thin

Thus, the punchline is clear: Don’t focus 
too much on any individual year; focus instead 
on the trend. And when it comes to trends in 
Arctic sea ice— one of the most observable 
planetary indicators— there’s just no doubt 
that the trend is down, and down, and down, 
even if not every year sets a new record. 

“September Arctic sea ice is now declining 
at a rate of 13.4 percent per decade, relative to 
the 1981 to 2010 average,” NASA says. 

Or think about it another way: According 
to a table presented by the NSIDC, all of the 
10 lowest years for Arctic sea ice extent have 
occurred since 2005. 

This year, Arctic sea ice melt was paired 
with an astonishing window on the kind of 
world that this will bring— a cruise ship, the

Crystal Serenity, successfully navigated the 
Northwest Passage on a trip from Alaska to 
New Abrk via the Arctic. As sea ice trends 
lower and lower, we can only expect such in- 
cursions to grow 

“The loss of summer sea ice ... opens up the 
Arctic to increasing vessel traffic and the risks 
that come with it like higher risk of oil spills, 
impact of noise pollution on marine wildlife 
and the introduction of invasive species,” said 
Janice Searles Jones, president of the Ocean 
Conservancy in a statement. “By 2025, vessel 
traffic through the Bering Strait is projected 
to increase anywhere from 100 — 500 {per- 
cent] from what it was in 2013.”

BEARS MIGHT BENEFIT FROM WATCHING 
HOW EAGLES DEVELOP THEIR ROOKIE QB

C arson Wentz needed only one 
drive to record his first NFL 
touchdown pass. Five throws 
to be exact. The 23-year-old 
rookie officially became Phila- 
delphia’s starting quarterback Sept. 5, just two 
days after the franchise traded Sam Bradford 
to Minnesota. 

Yet if there were any worries about Wentz’s 
nerves or lack of experience or rookie leader- 
ship skills, he quickly put them to rest Sunday 
Sure, he played his college ball in the Football 
Championship Subdivision at North Dakota 
State. And yeah, he made only 24 throws for 
the Eagles in preseason action, sidelined for 
nearly a month after suffering a rib injury 


Those would have been convenient expla- 
nations to cling to if Wentz had struggled 
in his first NFL start. Instead, he threw for 
278 yards with two touchdown passes. He 
didn’t turn the ball over. He jumpstarted a 
29-10 Eagles win over Cleveland. 

Next up for Wentz: his first road game; his 
first waltz onto the “Monday Night Football” 
stage; his first trip back to Chicago since 
walking across the Auditorium Theatre stage 
as the No. 2 overall pick in April’s draft. 

The Bears won’t sleep any easier this week 
as they prepare for Wentz, fully aware now 
that the moment will not be too big for the 
rookie quarterback. 

So what strengths and weaknesses do they 
have to be aware of Monday at Soldier Field? 


VUDE HAS A CANNON’ 

Bears rookie Deiondre’ Hall has had his 
own VIP pass to the Wentz experience. As a 
starting cornerback at Northern Iowa, Hall’s 
Panthers faced Wentz and North Dakota 
State once each in 2014 and 2015. Northern 
Iowa upended North Dakota State 23-3 in a 
regular-season matchup in November 2014. 
But the Bison won 31-28 during the regular 
season last fall. 

Hall’s lasting impression of Wentz: “Dude 
has a cannon. He has a cannon for an arm. 
And he was always a really smart quarterback. 
He reads defenses very well from my experi- 
ences against him. Plus, he’s not afraid to run 
if he gets in trouble.” 

SIMILAR TO ANDREW LUCK 

Of all the acclaim showered on Wentz during 
the pre-draft process last winter, perhaps no 
draft analyst was more enamored than Mike 
Mayock of the NFL Network. 

He knew why privately so many NFL scouts 
and executives were falling head over heels for 
Wentz. The kid had prototypical size (6 -foot-5, 


237 pounds) for the position. He had an elite 
arm. He displayed athleticism that made him 
a dual threat as both a passer and a runner. 

“When I look at him, I see a kid that’s as 
athletic or more athletic than Andrew Luck,” 
Mayock said. “He’s bigger than Andrew Luck. 
He’s got arm strength comparable to Andrew 
Luck. He just doesn’t have the experience 
that Andrew Luck had at a high level coming 
out of college.” 

‘YOU CAN’T INVENT HIM IF HE 
DOESN’T EXIST’ 

What was the opportunity cost for the 
Eagles in moving to draft Wentz last spring? 
The trade executed in April that vaulted the 
Eagles to No. 2, up from No. 8, in the first 
round, required the organization to part with 
third- and fourth-rounders for the 2016 draft, 
plus a first-round pick in 2017 and a second- 
rounder in 2018. The Eagles also received a 
2017 fourth-round pick back from the Browns 
in the deal. 

It’s a worthwhile cost-benefit study for 
the Bears to home in on. If and when the 
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organization chooses to separate from Jay 
Cutler— the veteran quarterback will be on a 
pay-as-you-go plan with his current contract 
after this season— general manager Ryan Pace 
will at least understand what resources are re- 
quired to secure a Top 3 pick in the draft. 

The Rams moved up to No. i this spring, 
jumping from No. 15, to draft Jared Goff To 
make that move, the Rams gave the Titans 
two second-round picks and a third-rounder 
for 2016 plus a first- and third-rounder in 2017. 

The Browns, of course, were the team 
to step out of the Eagles’ way in the Wentz 
sweepstakes. And front office exec Paul De- 
Podesta told a Cleveland radio station this 
summer that he was skeptical of Wentz’s abil- 
ity to become a Top 20 NFL quarterback. 

“We have to make judgments on the indi- 
vidual players, and we’re not always going to 
be right,” DePodesta told WKNR-850 AM. 
“But in this particular case, we just didn’t feel 
it was necessarily the right bet to make [on 
Wentz] for us at this time. ... I think the hard- 
est part, and where we have to stay the most 
disciplined, as much as you want a [franchise- 
changing] player, you can’t invent him if he 
doesn’t exist. In a given year, there maybe two 
or three NFL-ready quarterbacks at the col- 
lege level. In another year, there literally may 
be zero.” 

In DePodesta’s assessment, Wentz didn’t 
fit that bill this year. His debut against the 
Browns hints otherwise. But one game does 
not make a career. 

EH, WE’LL TAKE 
SOMEONE ELSE 

The Bears haven’t been all that interested in draft- 
ing quarterbacks since trading for Jay Cutler before 
the 2009 season, even to find his backup. The team 
has picked only three signal callers since that deal 
with Denver, and there isn’t much to highlight. 

Dan LeFevour, sixth round, 
2010: The Bears waived him 
shortly before the 2010 sea- 
son began, and from there he 
latched on with Cincinnati and 
Jacksonville but never saw the 
field in the regular season. He seems to have found 
a home in the Canadian Football League the past 
few years; he’s on the Toronto Argonauts roster this 
season. 

Nathan Enderle, fifth round, 
2011: He also never played a 
regular-season down for the 
Bears. Enderle made the team 
in his first year but has been a 
free agent ever since the Bears 
waived him in June 2012. 

David Fales, sixth round, 
2014: He landed on Baltimore’s 
practice squad after the Bears 
cut ties with him this sum- 
mer. Some called for him to get 
playing time when the Bears 
benched Cutler late In the 2014 season, though no 
such luck for him.

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PLEASANT HOUSE PUB TAKES PILSEN 


WITH PIES, BEER AND A TRIPPY BATHROOM

Outside of Fergus “Bone Marrow” Henderson, Jamie “Naked Chef” Oliver and 
Gordon “Hell’s Kitchen” Ramsay, the English aren’t usually lauded for their food. 
They are, however, celebrated for their soccer, aka football. These facts tend to 
manifest themselves here in Chicago in that most places where you can catch a 
Premier League or World Cup game look like questionable basement man caves 
and serve middling pub food. But the tide is turning with Chelsea and Art Jackson’s 
recent reincarnation of their long-running but now-defunct Bridgeport bakery. 
Pleasant House, as Pleasant House Pub in Pilsen. 


The experience 

The former dark and shadowy Nightwood 
space has been brightened up with a coat of 
cheerful white paint. Hand-lettered signage 
hawking “real breads” and “real ales” hangs 
over the columned facade, and a dark atrium- 
like annex abuts the whitewashed brick. 
From the outside, Pleasant House Pub looks 
like a set piece from an English film where a 
bunch of blokes who have recently lost their 
jobs at the mill get soused on lager while 
crafting some kind of scheme in order to pull 



birds and avoid the dole. 

Inside, shiny gold draft pumps line the 
coffee-colored bar top and marble tables fill 
out the front room swaddled in lacy curtains. 
The annex is filled with industrial metal 
and wood picnic-style tables. Silverware 
and napkins are stuffed into ceramic steins 
a viking might drink from. Oh, and the 
bathrooms are outfitted with gold trim 
and fixtures, jet-black toilets and trippy 
wallpaper. It sounds weird, but the effect was 
so mesmerizing that I kind of wanted to hang 




n 



out in the loo longer than I should have. 

But what about the soccer, you say? Well, 
there are a couple wood-trimmed mirrors 
behind the bar that hide TVs, which will be 
used to show matches, co-owner and co-chef 
Art Jackson told me. 

The drinks 

The beer list is fantastic and includes selec- 
tions from modern taps as well as a few tra- 
ditional old timey English-style beer engines. 
Chicago brewery Forbidden Root’s Money 
on My Rind gin and juice-inspired wit- 
bier ($7) shines with juniper and grapefruit 
perfume. As does Allagash’s Little Brett ($7), 
which tastes like funky, fizzy champagne. On 
the cocktail front, I enjoyed a sherry cobbler 
($9) featuring sherry mezcal and pineapple 
syrup that tasted like a smoky pineapple mar- 
garita. There’s a Pimm’s Cup ($9) on offer as 
well, but the refreshing citrus and sweetness 
I usually associate with the summery drink 
was overwhelmed by bitterness from Cynar 
and gin. 

The food 

The Jacksons’ famous royal pies are back 
in the spotlight with their flaky golden, 
double-walled, all-butter shortcrust pastry 



And while hearty steak and ale and chicken 
balti flavors are excellent, the mushroom 
and kale pie (all $8.50 each) gets my vote as 
the ultimate crack rock-like addictive pastry 
The creamy innards are stuffed with oyster 
and shiitake mushrooms and kale, resulting 
in a deeply savory dish. At the new location, 
you can opt to have your pie “crowned” 
with a scoop of mashed potatoes and gravy 
I refrained so I could focus on the flavors, 
but next time I’m off the clock. I’m 
totally going to soak my pie in carb 
comfort. 

Not all the pies are traditional 
British flavors. When I visited, 
the weekend special was filled 
with Asian barbecue pork 
and topped with ginger-maple 
slaw ($8.50), a tasty mashup of a 
potpie and pork bun. “We’ll pretty 
much stuff anything up in a pie,” Art 
Jackson said. “We like to do flavors around 
holidays or events like the Olympics.” 

All this talk about gravy-covered meat 
and potatoes might have you hankering for 
something lighter. The Royal Chef’s salad 
($11) provided a nice contrast with baby kale, 
shaved Brussels sprouts, pungent chunks of 
Stilton cheese, walnuts, barley and apples 


tossed in a tomato-cumin vinaigrette. The 
nuts, apples and barley gave the salad enough 
heft to hold its own. 

Of course, if you want to stay in the 
comfort-food zone, thick golden chips 
(aka fries, $2.50 a la carte) with a side of 
curry sauce (50 cents) for dipping are a great 
choice. The Jacksons’ vegan curry is a puree 
of roasted vegetables spiced with garam 
masala, garlic, ginger and onion and spiked 
with lemon zest and juice. The end result 
is so silky that you’ll want to guzzle 
it straight. You can also order fish 
with those chips ($13) on Fridays. 
Unfortunately thin planks of 
Lake Superior white fish aren’t 
as forgiving as thick cod steaks. 
And while the beer batter crust 
was airy the fish inside was a little 
over-fried and dry 

The dessert 

An order of sticky toffee pudding ($5) fea- 
tured moist-to-the-core date cake drizzled 
with thick toffee sauce. My only issue here 
was that I wanted a moat of toffee sauce 
rather than a scant drizzle. A trifle ($5) 
overflowing with custard, whipped cream, 
moist cake and peaches was decent, though 


I’d hoped for chin-dribbling perfect peach 
flavor and got only a slight whiff of peach and 
mostly flabby chewy fruit. 

Unimpeachable, however, were the lacy 
crisp cookies ($2.50) studded with oatmeal 
and dark chocolate chips. They were like a 
mashup of oatmeal, chocolate chip cookies 
and a crispy potato chip. 

The service 

The wait between ordering and receiving our 
food was pretty long, something our server 
noted and apologized for twice before any- 
thing arrived. Instead of coursing things out, 
most of the items arrived at once, forcing us 
to chow down fast to make room for all the 
plates we ordered. 

Bottom line 

The kitchen needs to work on executing the 
menu more consistently, but the beer list is 
bangin’, the royal pies are flaky and the place 
is lovely I can also say with certainty that 
Pleasant House Pub is the best place to grab 
a bite to eat while watching a soccer game in 
Chicago this fall.

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Gripping, but is this the f uii story? 


Director and co- 
writer Oliver Stone 
has a clear mission 
with “Snowden”: to 
convince you, the au- 
dience, that Edward 
Snowden (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt) is a 
hero, a savior of the 
modern era. The 
story startling and 
engrossing as it may 
be, is laid out in the 
traditional “%u won’t believe how far this 
thing goes” format with Snowden as its real- 
life Jason Bourne. 

What happens? 

%u watch the news (or at least have Twitter), 
right? “Snowden” begins with its titular man 
meeting up with a journalist and a documen- 
tary filmmaker in Hong Kong in 2013 to blow 
the whistle on the NSA and the U.S. govern- 
ment. Their meeting serves as a framing 
device for Snowden’s story beginning with 
his honorable discharge from the military as a

young man and his climb up the ranks of the 
CIA and NSA. Snowden begins his story as 
an Ayn Rand-appreciating conservative but 
quickly begins to question the means and the 
ends of his government, especially with the 
help of his liberal girlfriend, Lindsay (Shailene 
Woodley). 

What’S good? 

For those who only know the bare bones of 
this story “Snowden” does a good job navigat- 
ing the complexities. It walks the line between 
stomping around in crude exposition and 
leaving its audience in the dark. The themes of 
privacy and anxiety are richly woven through- 
out the story especially into Ed and Lindsay’s 
relationship, which has enough facets to feel 
real. Gordon-Levitt’s Snowden voice is dis- 
tracting at first, but you get used to it pretty 
quickly and both he and Woodley turn in 
solid performances. Stone’s stylized direction 
sometimes veers too far into cheesiness, but 
he skillfully overlays events and concerns and 


conversations all at once, tapping into the 
anxiety Snowden feels in a tangible way 

What’S bad? 

Stone gets himself in trouble by insisting on 
keeping Snowden pure — a fellow NSA worker 
even refers to him as “Snow White.” People 
around him are constantly doing bad things, 
but Snowden somehow manages to always 
stay above the fray The man worked in intelli- 
gence for nine years but never managed to get 
his hands dirty instead becoming the patron 
saint of cybersecurity? Maybe you could make 
that argument, but Stone tips his hand too far 
by the end, where he switches Gordon-Levitt 
out for the actual Edward Snowden and lets 
him have the last few minutes of screen time. 
Stone clearly wants you to remember that the 
story (and his hero) are non-fiction, but by es- 
sentially breaking the fourth wall of his movie, 
he undermines his own credibility 

Final verdict 

A gripping story that preaches telling the 
whole truth but feels like it’s leaving some 
darker secrets out.

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Messy and awkward, but 
in a warm, familiar way 


Remakes and reboots 
and sequels are an ep- 
idemic in Hollywood, 
which seems to be 
losing creative steam 
by the minute. With 
that in mind, it’s easy 
to look at something like “Bridget Jones’s 
Baby” the third installment in a franchise 
that’s been wrapped for 12 years, and roll 
your eyes, sure it’ll be a mess. Luckily that’s 
kind of Bridget’s (Renee Zellweger) thing, 
and the messiness of “Bridget Jones’s Baby” 
feels warm and comforting, like a blanket you 
forgot was in the back of the closet. 

What happens? 

Bridget Jones is 43. Her old love Mark Darcy 
(Colin Firth) is married. Daniel Cleaver 
(Hugh Grant) died in a plane crash, and 
his death “seems to have hit the Eastern 
European modeling community particularly 
hard.” Bridget is a successful, if scattered, TV 
producer, and she seems resigned to making 
the most of eternal singleness. But then she 
has sex with a stranger, American billionaire 
Jack (Patrick Dempsey), and her recently 
separated ex within a week of each other and 
finds out she’s pregnant. Who’s the dad? And 
a separate question: Who does Bridget actu- 
ally want to be with? 

What’S good? 

All the stars are charming with well-honed 
comedic timing. Zellweger and Firth slip into 


their old roles effortlessly but even Dempsey 
pulls laughs out of his over-the-top, control- 
freak character. The real gem, as always, is 
Emma Thompson, who also co-wrote the 
script. As Bridget’s gynecologist, she turns ev- 
ery line, even the word “Pringle,” into a mas- 
terpiece of comedy We should get three more 
movies about her adventures as a doctor. 

There’s also something strangely fitting 
about seeing Bridget and Mark in their 40s, 
where their trademark quirks and anxieties 
feel more at home. When Bridget’s co- 
worker tries to call her a MILE, she protests, 
“Em not even a mum. Em a spinster. Em a 
SPILE” Seeing her struggle with societal 
expectations as a 43-year-old makes more 
sense and is more gratifying than it was in her 
30s because there’s always been something 
old-fashioned about Bridget. 

What’S bad? 

All my issues with Bridget Jones are prob- 
lems that should have been caught in the 
first or second round. The fact that weight 
jokes still get made even when she’s pregnant 
seems cruel. Her inconsistency at work is 
unrealistically laughed off The awkward 
scenarios she manages to get herself into feel 
completely contrived at every turn. But none 
of this is unexpected. 

Final verdict 

Uneven at times, “Bridget Jones’s Baby” 
will please fans and gives the old girl a warm 
wrap-up.

What happens? 

James (James AUenMcCune), the brother 
of one of the Blair Witch’s original victims, 
happens upon online video of what he thinks 
is his long-lost sister in the witch’s house. He 


drags his three friends and the couple who 
uploaded the footage back into the witch’s 
woods, because that’s the logical thing to do. 
The new witch hunters are decked out with 
a DSLR, Bluetooth-esque ear-mounted cam- 
eras with GPS and a drone (because 2016, 
obviously). Despite all this dope gear, all hell 
breaks loose— if you couldn’t guess— and the 
six have to fight their way out of the forest 
before the titular witch claims them. 

What’s good? 

Director Adam Wingard isn’t breaking 
any cinematic ground here — which is fine 
because that’s not why anyone goes to see a 
remake/reboot horror movie anyway— but 
it is a good time, if your definition of a good 
time is feeling tense for an hour and a half 
and having a mini panic attack every time 
a character turns around. The scares can be 
kind of predictable: “Oh, it’s been quiet for 
10 seconds? Time to insert a loud noise.” But 
you’ll be scared nonetheless. Also, one of 



James’ buddies, Peter (Brandon Scott), finds 
a way to add a dash of humanizing laughs 
into the film even as their situation is rapidly 
deteriorating around him. 

What’S bad? 

Given that we’ve had 17 years of found-foot- 
age horror movies between the original and 
this installment, everything feels tired. Sure, 
they have more cameras and more people 
(double the bodies of the first), but the 
new gimmicks that accompany them aren’t 
enough to make you forget that this film will 


go the exact same way of every other found- 
footage horror flick since 1999. What made 
the original so good was the complete lack of 
context for what was happening in the woods 
and the absence of knowing what the villain 
looked like— “Blair Witch” suffers from 
expanding on an already-told story and filling 
in the blanks that the original intentionally 
left, well, blank. 

Final verdict 

%u’ll jump at least twice, even if you know 
the scares are coming.
